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CURRENT NOTES. | 

A steamer will leave England next} 
@ummer te bring home the Jackson, 
Harmsworth Arctic expedition, which is 
now spending its third winter in Franz 
Josef Land. All who are interested in 
Arctic endeavour will await with much 
interest the result of Jackson's efforts 
next spring and summer; for he intends, 
if fortune favors him, to surpass Nan- 
gen’s furthest north, and to recover for 
England the record she lost when Gree- 
ly’s party, in 1882, wrested from Mark- 
ham the laurels of the nearest ap- 
proach to the North Pole. 


Jackson has done notable things in 
Franz Josef Land. He has proved that 
the hurried explorations of Weyprecht 
and Payer in 1873-74 gave us erroneous 
notions of that region. His journeys 
have swept away the great bodies of 
terra firma which figure on Payer’s 
map as Zichy Land and Wilczek Land. 
Payer gave us the idea that Franz 
Josef Land was at least as large as 
Bpitzbergen. But Jackson has found 
his Queen Victoria Sea where Payer 
placed land. He has substituted for 
Payer’s large land masses & consider- 
able number of small islands and 2 
large sea. He believes he has traced 
the archipelago to its most north-west- 
ern point and that his work, with that 
of Nansen, has fixed its northern and 
north-eastern limits. The climate and 
foe movements also seem to prove that 
there is no large northern extension 
of land, and the drift of the Fram con- 
firms this belief. Franz Josef Land, 
after all, is nothing but a compara- 
tively small archipelago. 

Juckson expects, this fall, to complete 
his mapping of these islands, and next 
spring he will set out on the ice’ or 
the waters of Victoria Sea, where Payer 
placed Zichy Land, and tempt any fate 
that fortune may have for aim in the 
far north. “I look upon Queen Vic- 
torla Sea,” he wrote, “as my most favor- 
able route northward next year. When 
the sun returns next spring the mapping 
of Franz Josef Land will be practically 
complete and nothing should prevent 
my attempting the open water or the 
crust of ice of this sex’ Mr. Harms- 
worth, who is footing the entire bill 
for the costly enterprise, says that this 
opportunity of reaching the highest lat- 
itude ever attained will not be allowed 
to pass, and that Jackson will strain 
every nerve to beat Nansen’s record. 


There are some things in Jackson's 
favor. There is no duubt of his fitness 
for Arctic leadership, or of the excel- 
lent quality of his men. He also receiv- 
ed, last summer, an entirely fresh 
equipment of sledges, reindeer, port- 
able boats, tents, and food of all kinds 
eufficient for several years. His right- 
hand man, Lieut. Armitage, his phy- 
siolan, Dr. Kettlits; and Mr. Hayward 
remain with him, though their agree- 
ment was that they should return 
home at the end of the second year. 
It ia an advantage, too, that he knows 


‘Just: what Nansen has done and what 


be must do to surpass the record; and 
fe will do some big things if his hopes 
are fulfilled, 


While his equipment for a boat and 
sledge journey is probably better than 
that of Wansen, it must be borne in 
mind that he will have to travel from 
his camp, due north, about 240 geo- 
graphical miles before he attains the 
latitude at which Nansen left the Fram 
and started north on his sledge jour- 
ney; and be must advance about 375 
geographical miles due north before he 
ean get nearer the North Pole than Nan- 
gen hasattained. Whether Jackson can 
accomplish this great feat in amall boats 
on an Arctic sea, or by sledging over 
the roughest of ice that may be drift- 
ing south, remains to be seen. At any 
rate, he will deserve success. He has 


the field to himself, and if he has good 
luck he may make an unequaled record.

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THREE RECIPES. 


Hutchinson Fruit Cookies.—One and 
one-half cupfuls of sugar, one of but- 
ter worked to a cream, add three eggs 
well beaten, one-half cup of molasses, 
one teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a 
little cold water, one cupful of raisins 
seeded and chopped, one of currants, 
one teaspoonful of all kinds of spice, 
flour to roll out. These will keep a long 
time. 

White Carolina Cake.—Beat one cup 
of butter to a cream; add two cups of 
granulated sugar, gradually beating all 
the time. Beat until it creams. Dissolve 
one teaspoonful of soda in a little warm 
water, then add to one half cup of sour 
milk. Sift one teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar, with two cups of flour. Stir 
the flour into the cake batter and 
beat until smooth; add the flavoring, 
which should be either the juice of 
half of a lemon or one half of a tea- 
spoonful of bitter almond. Beat the 
whites ©” eight eggs tc astiff, dry 
roth then stir carefuily and quickly 
into the cake. Turn into a greased 
tin, unless using those which do not re- 
quire it, and bake forty-five minutes 
in a moderate oven. 


Coffee Cake.—Scald one half of a cup 
of milk; add to it one half of a cup 
of cold water, a very small piece of 
butter, one half teispoonful of salt, 
and the same of sugar. When luke 
warm add one quarter of a cup of yeast, 


and enongt fiour to make a thick bat- 
ter. Beat until smooth; let stand over 
night, o- until light; then add enough 
flour to make a soft dough. ! Knead 
for ten minutes, until very smooth and 
velvety, being very careful not to add 
too much flour, as it must be very 
soft. Let rise until it has doubled its 
bulk. Beat three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter to a cream, add: four heaping ta- 
blespoonfuls of sugar and beat again, 
adding one egg beaten light without 
separating. Work this into the dough 
thoroughly. Then set aside to raise. 
When light pour into a well greased 
baking pan, and bake twenty-five min- 
utes in a moderately quick over. While 
the cake is baking prepare an icing 
with the whites of two eggs and two 
tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. Beat 
the whites only until they begin to 
be light, add the sugar by pss ii 
then beat until smooth and glossy. 
When the cake is done spread with the 
icing, and put in the oven for two min- 
utes to dry. 


ABOUT THE HOUSE.

MAJORITY OF PEOPLE IN IGNOR- 
ANCE OF THE TERRIBLE DISEASE. 


Leckjaw is Only One ef the Slany Stages 
ef the Malady, Generally Ending in 
Beath—The dicrebe is Found in Cer- 
taim Lecalitics—Remedies Used im Its 
Treatment. 

Tetanus is caused by a specific micro- 
organism; bacteriologists call it the 
bacillus tetani. When these bacilli en- 
ter a wound they multiply very rapidly 
and produce a poisonous substance call- 
ed tetanotoxin ; this poison is absorbed 
into the system, and is the cause of 
the muscular phenomens. The tetanus 
microbe is commcaly found in certain 
localities; soil, climate and atmosph- 
eric changes have much to do with 
its development. 

Tetanus prevails fn low and hot coun- 
tries, and is seldom met with in cold, 
high and dry regions. Race is an im- 
portant factor, the colored race be- 
ing particularly susceptible to the di- 
sease. “The darker the color the great- 
er the proportion of tetanus,” is an ax- 
iom frequently quoted. The danger of 
tetanus is always greater during the 
late spring and early autumn; this is 
attributea to the great difference be- 
tween midday and midnight tempera- 
tures. 

That tetanus cannot well stand cold 
is well iliustrated in the oft-quoted 
case of a soldier who had the disease 
in quite a severe form, and who dur- 
ing the early part of the day was 
drenched with the rain, while the ther- 
moneterstood at 52 degrees, and after 
ascending a high mountain in Galicia, | 
where the anow lay knee-deep and the, 
thermometer registered several de-| 
grees below the freezing point, he was 
exposed to the inclement weather un-| 
til 10 o'clock at night, when he was! 
half frozen to death, but entirely free | 
from every indication of the ‘errible 
disease 


FATALITY OF TETANUS. 


Of the idiopathic cases and those di- 
rectly due to an injury, the former are | 
said to be the least fatal. Previous to, 
the introduction of tetanus antitoxin, | 
80 per cent. of all cases reported proved 
fatal. One record of 1,332 cases shows 
a@ death list of 1,060 or 79.6 per cent. 

The late Dr. Gross, of Philadelphia, 
once stated that during an experience, 
covering a period ot titty years, he had | 
only seen three cases recover. A pecu- | 
liar case is recorded where a piece of | 
lead became lodged in the sheath eur- 
rounding the eciatic nerve. Although 
a chronic inflammation of the nerve re- | 


sulted, the wound healed perfectly. | 
Two years later the man was exposed | 
during drill. He was seized with te- 
tanus and died in a few hours. 

When the tetanus bacilli enters a 
wound, from five to fifteen days usu- 
ally elapse before the tetanic symp-| 
toms appear. The person affected may | 
retire apparently in the best of health. 
After a night's rest he awakens witb | 
a feeling as thougn he had taken cold. | 
He next expeviences a muscular sore- | 
ness and atiffness about the jaw and | 
difficuity in opening the mouth. This 
symptom i usually exaggerated when 
he attempts to swallow anything. As| 
the disease progresses the jaws become | 
firmly locked, the corners of the mouth | 
drawn back, the lips firmly closed or | 
perhaps retracted, aisciosing the teeth | 
and producing the peculiar grinning 
expression known as “risus sardonicus.”’ | 
In rare cases the depressor muscles of | 
the jaws become rigid, with the result | 
that the mouth is kept wide open. 1 


THE FOUR TETANIC POSITIONS. 


From the region of the jaw the di- 
sease usually passes downward, attack- 
ing of the muscies of the neck, buck, ab- | 
domen, chest and iower extremities, in 
the order named. The muscles of the, 
upper extremities are the last attacked. | 
In a fully developed acute case of te-| 
tanus the muscies of the entire body | 
may become involved. When thie oc-| 
curs the body becomes rigid and _re-' 
mains in one of four positions. When | 
the body remains perfectly straight | 
the position ig callea orthotonos; when | 
arched backward, and supported on the | 
back of the head and heeis, the position | 
is called opisthotonos; when forward | 
and rolled up like a ball. emprosthoto- ; 
nos, and latterly pleurosthotonos. Of 
these positions the second-named 


the most frequently met with. This pe- 
culiar condition is also sometimes seen 
in_ cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
In most cases of tetanus there is 
added to the muscular conditions men- 
tioned. convulsive action of muscles, due 
to reflex irritability, usually due to a 
slight movement of the eufferer, a 
draught of air, a sudden noise, or an 
attempt at swallowing. 
When these spasms come on the suf- 
fering of the patient is intense. The 
mind usually remains perfectly clear 
throughout the entire course of the 
disease, go that the patient is, as 
one observer remarked, “an eye wit- 
ness of his own death.” When a case 
terminates fatally it is usually due to 
spasm of the muscles of respiration. | 
In chronic cases the patient usually 
ae ea ee is a case re-

SOME OF tHE REMEDIES USED. 
Of the numerous remedies employed 


1 before the advent of antitoxin, those 


most frequently used were opium, chi- 
oral, bromides, Indian hemp, curare, 
Calabar bean, tobacco and the anaes- 
thetics—chloroform, ether, etc. At 
one time amputation was resorted to 
when the source of the disease was a 
wound of en extremity. This practice 
bas long since been condemned, of 
the drugs mentioned, one authority tTe- 
marked: “They all have the same value, 
and the best of them is good for noth- 
ing. 

The death-rate of the disease cer- 
tainly seems to bear him out. However, 
there are exceptions, although they 
are quite rare. One was recently re-

THE PARIS DEPARTMENT STORES 
System by Which the Empley<@: are Organ- 
tzed, Lodged and Fed. 

The great department stores in Paris, 
euch as the Bon Marche, the Louvre, 
and the Printemps carry the organiz- 
ation of their employees to a point not 
dreamed of here, and have in operation 
extensive and costly plans for stimu- 
lating the interest and energy of the 
help in the business to the highest de- 
gree. The new employee receives at the 
start ea salary of 400 francs, or about 
$80 a year, besides being iodged and 
fed,and in addition a commission of from 
two to five per cent. upon his sales, 80 
that the lowest salesman rarely makes 
less thin $160 a year, A head of de- 
partment or buyer, ae he is known 
bere, may eavily make from $2,500 to 
$3,000 a year and sume of them ex- 
ceed $5,000. Thus the best paid among 
the higher employees receive larger eal- 
aries than the Presidents of sections 
in the Council of State and generals 
of division. The average pay of an ex- 
perienced salesman is about 4,000" francs 
or $800 a year. 

The total number of emplcyees at the 
Bon Marche and the Louvre is about 


3,000 each, among whom are only abeut 
400 women. 


Louvre iodging in the buildings provid- 
ed by the establishment is optional for 
employees of both sexes, less than 21 
years old; in the Printemps it is oblig- 
atory. The Louvre has on the Avenue 


Rapp a great building accommodating | pac 


250 male employees, and not far from 
it another where 100 young girls are 
lodged. The Bon Marche furnishes sim- 
ilar accommodations. All tiese estab- 
lishments are conducted under pecul- 
iarly stringent rules. The girls have 
a parlor where entertainments are or- 
ganized on Sundays and certain even- 
ings of the week, but from which the 
nee sex is excluded utterly. Not even 
a father or a brother may be received 
there. ; 

All the employces receive their meale 
in the stores, except the highest, 
these are permitted to eat outside, and 
receive an allowance of 800. francs & 
year in the way of commutation of ra- 
tions. Furthermore, married employees 
are allowed to dine at home, and re- 
ceive acommutation of 1 franc a day. 
The average cost of food is from, 82 to 
40 cents a day for each employee. The 
fare consists at the Louvre, of one 
helping of meat, all the vegetables and 
bread thnt can be eaten, dessert, a pant 
of claret. For dinner soup is added. 
At the Bon Marche the employees may 
ask for two helpings of meat. The aver- 
age daily quantity of food consumed in 
one of these establishments includes 2,- 
500 quarts of eoup, 3,000 pounds of bread, 

500 pounds of meat, 1,200 pounds of 

ish, Joo pounds of butter, amd 10 bar- 
rels of wine. At the Louvre the kitchen 
force includes fifteen cooks and eighty 
waiters. T'e cost of the food ex 
2,000,000 francs a year. ; 

The great stores have a medical ser- 
vice for their empluyees, which includes 
an infirmary and outings in the coun- 
trv or at thr seashore. In addition, 
when a man or a woman completes sev- 
en years of service at the Louvre. a 
eum of 1,000 francs is credited to him 
in the pension fund, and afterward 200 
francs a year up to hie fiftieth year of 
service. The savings fund of the Bon 
Marche amounts now to 2,000,000 francs, 
and 200,000 francs is added annually, and 
in addition there ie a pension fund 
founded by Mme. Boucicault, who built 
up thie immense business, which now 
amounts to 6,000,000 francs.

tunately citizens of the town are com- 


pelled to pay a regular rate for their 
coa!. If they have any doubt of the 
weight they certainly have the privil- 
ege of having it weighed on the town 
scales by paying for it. The 
who sold it no doubt charged for his 
weighing, and the purchaser might just 
na well be robbed by the dealer as be 
compelled to pay ten cents when he 
purchases, and another ten cents on 
the wunicipal scales, to find perhaps 
that there is uo difference in the 
weight. The remdent who pays taxcs 
the year round, pays twenty cents, and 
Mr. C.P.R. nan, who only pays poll 
tux, wants his coal weighed for a big 
reduction, weight guaranteed because 
it in handled by his fellow employees, 
weighed on the municipal scales, and 
if a shoitage occurs it is no doubt made 
up out of the library funds. 

Citizens of. the town hailed with de- 
light the advent off the town scales. 
the rate fixed by the Council was not 
one in opposition to those in the same 
business. Wedo not believe it was 
the intention to traffic commercially 
We believe the scales were established 
through inotives that were prompted 
by an earenst desire to serve the beet 
interests of the people, and we assert 
right here that as the ecales were 
extablished for the benefit of the Mouse 
Jaw public, the rate has been fixed in 
fnirness to all. The ten cent piece of 
the humblest citizen of Moose Jaw is 
just a@ good as the combined organiz 
ation of CP.R. ewp'ovees. Tae 
Times regarda all as citizens, and if 
there urea those in the employ of the 
company, sho do not wish to be 
ciassed in that categcry, we would be 
giad indeed to give them space to air 
their grievancer, and if we cannot see 
as they do we will certainly express an 
opinion. 

The notices posted hy the library 
comiuittee, state distinc ly that tend 
ers for desivering coal inust be made 
exclusive of weighing, and that the 
weighing muet he dane on the muni 
cipal scates.

DOSN'T SUIT LANGEVIN. — 


His Grace Archbishop Langevin, the 
head of the Rofiian Catholic church in 


| Manitoba, has'¥efesed to accept the 


settlemeat of the Manitcbs school 
question, and he has declared for a 
continuance of the agitation of the 
question. How the matter will be 
taken up in the Roman Catholic sec- 
tions of Eastern Canada, remains to 
be seen. Judging from the remarks 
of Liberal leaders, however, they seem 
to have no fear of the result. Perhaps 
the Quebee Liberals have been embold- 
ened by the great victory which they 
achieved last June, over the combined 
power cf the clergy and the Conser- 
vative party. At any rate, it looks as 
though they intended carrying the war 
into Africa. There is evidently a 
struggle coming in Quebec, if 1t has 
not already begun, in which the clergy 
will be for the first time on the defen 
sive. The gauntlet which Premier 
Laurier threw down to the Bishops, in 
his remarkable speech on the remedial 
bill, during the lust session of Parlin 
ment under the Tupper Governu:ent, 
has evidently not yet been withdrawn 
If the utterances of Mr. Tarte and 
other leading Libersle count for any: 
thing, no truce has been agreed to 
between the clericals and the Liberals 
in Qnehec. Whil2 the Clerical organ 
in Winnipeg speaks of the “ iniquitous 
fusion of Protestant and Cutholic 
children” under the school laws of 
Manitahba, Hon. Mr. Tarte boldly de 
clares that he is anxious to see Catho'ic 
and Protestant children educated to 
gether. In Quebec province itself a 
movement bas been started for the re- 
form of the educational system of the 
province. Mr. Marchand, leader of 
the Opposition in the Quebec Legis 
lature, has declared that Quebec is 
away behind in its educational matters, 
and that the system must be reformed. 
In the coming provincial elections in 
Quebec, the school question there will 
be an important factor, and the result 
of the elections will no doubt indicate 
the feeling of the electors upon the 
Manitoba school question, It would 
be peculiar if the Maniteba school 
question shou'd be the means of lead- 
ing to a change in the school situation 
of Quebec, but stranger things than 
this have happened, The position of 
the clergy in Quebec has undoubtediy 
been greatly wenkened by the over- 
whelming defeat adininistered to thm 
in June last. If French Canadian 
liberalism is imbued to any great ex- 
tent with the spirit displayed by Mr. 
Tarte, we might look for « _ movement 
against clerical influences in political, 
etucational and statemattere generally. 
If the Quebec Liberals could overcome 
the clergy with the Dominion Govern. 
ment at their back, what may they not 
attempt now that they ere in power. 
Of course any etrucyle in Quebec over 
educational matters would be in pro- 
vincial politics, but it would have the 
eympathy and support. of Federal 
politicians. — Commercial.

The Bel- 
gian Government designs to increase the 
trade at an annual outlay of $50,000, 
and in Copenhagen a company has been 
formed and arrangements ve been 
completed for the regular export of 
frozen milk. The necessary plant 
has been erected, and contracts have 
been made for the delivery of 110,000 
pounds per week, which will be sent to 
all parts of the world in bricks, or 
blocks, like ice.

It was found that the tunnel from 
the bathroom led into a room on the 
fifth floor of a tenement house at No. 
76 Ludiow street, adjoining the jail. 
The wall of the house added to the wall 
of the jail made a thickness of four 
feet and a half of solid masonry, which 
had been cut through. In the three 
rooms that had been rented in the 
house by Leary’s friends were found 
abundant evidences of the work. One 
of the closets contained nearly a wag- 
on-load of bricks, neatly stored, which 
had been removed from the wall. There 
was found, also, a kit of the finest bur- 
glar tools ever used by New York 
“cracksmen.” Among these tools were 
a “jimmy” two and s half feet long. 
made of the finest cast-steel, and off- 
ering tremendous leverage; and s still 
larger one, made in two pieces, each 
wrought in octagonal cast steel, with 
wedge-like ends, and fitting inte joints 
of brazed gas-pipe—a tool four or five 
feet long, of great weight and strength, 
and capable of breaking down the hea- 
viest brick or stone work. There were 
also a dozen steel probes of various 
lengths from eight up to twenty-eight 
inches, beautifully tempered at the 
ends, and mortar picks of cast steel, 
chisels, and iron-bound mallets. 

For weeks Leary had been kept ad- 
vised of the progress of the work by 
his wife in her frequent visits. Dur- 
ing the last two or three days before 
the work was finished, the shell of 
bricks left in the wall was so thin that 
signals could easily be passed from one 
side to the other. 

When everything was in readiness 
the final signals were given, and Leary 
had but to give a strong heave with 
his massive shoulders to drive the out- 
er bricks into the tunnel and show the 
way of eacape clear before him. As & 
precaution against noise the confeder- 
ates had spread pidlows in the tunnel, 
so that the bricks tell upon them and 
the souna was deadened. The size of 
the hole on Leary’‘s side was five rows 
of bricks in height, with a width equal 
to the length ot four bricks. The care 
with which the gang had worked was 
further indicatea by several ingenious 
devices to prevent che sound oi their 
operations trom being heard. The end 
ot the long jimmy was plastered round 
with putty; and the heads of the mal- 
lets used were wrapped in feathers and 
sacking. 

Johu Leary fled to Europe, but was 
afterwards arrested in Brooklyn by 
Robert Pinkerton and three of his men 
who “held him up” in a sleigh at the 
ccrner of Twenty-seventh street and 
Fourth avenue, Brooklyn; and before 
Leary could make use of a large-sized 
revolver which he had on his person, 
the horse was grabted by the head and 
pulled to a standstill, and Leary was 
dragged out of the sleigh and hand- 
cuffed.\He was taken uumediately to 
Northampton, ana put in jail there. 

Some time previous to this the Pink- 
ertons had locatea Conroy, who had 
also escaped trom Lualow street jail, 
in Philadelphia, ana immediately on 
the arrest ot Leary, Robert Pinker- 
ton sent one of nis detectives from 
New York to Pnhiiadelphia, who was 
fortunate enough to arrest Conroy at 
one of his resorts on the same night, 
and he was aiso delivered in jail at 
Northampton. ; 

Some months previous to this the 
Pinkertons haa aiso arrested Thomas 
Doty, another member of the band, and 
lodged him in the Northampton jail. 

In the meantime, Scott and Dunlap, 
now in State prison, had made a con- 
fession as against Leary, the holder of 
the securities; and when Leary was 
brought to Northampton, they wrote 
him a letter, notifying nim that unless 
the securities were nanded over to 
their proper owners, they would take 
the witness stand against him and 
convict him, but that if he did turn 
over the necessary securities they 
would refuse to take the stand. This 
resulted in the recovery by the Norih- 
ampton Bank ot nearly all the secur- 
ities stolen from the bank and its de- 
positors, this not including, however, 
the government bonds and currency 
stolen at the time. Some of these se- 
curities bad depreciated in value up 
wards of one hundred thousand dollars 
since they were stolen ‘lhe amount of 
the securities recovered represented 
seven hundred thousand dollars; they 
had been in the hanas of the thieves 
upwards of two years. 

After the securities were returned, 
Scott and Duniap refusing to take the 
stand against Leary and Doty, the 
authbcrities were eventually obliged to 
release them, as Evans had also refus- 
ed to take the stand against the,. Con- 
roy, who had simply been a “go-be- 
tween,” and not an actual participant 
in the robbery, was released at the 
same time by order of the court. 

The trial of Scott and Dunlap took 
place at Northampton in July, 1877, 
a year and ahaif after the robbery. 
Evans took the stand against them, 
his evidence making the case of the 
prosecution overwhelmingly strong. 
After three hours’ deliberation the 
jury brought in a verdict of “guilty,” 
and the prisoners were sentenced to 
twenty years each in the State pri- 
son. tt died in prison, and Dunlap, 
having been pardoned several years 
ago, is now living in a Western city, 
a reformed man, and is earning an 
honest living. As far as is known, 
since leaving the penitentiary he has 
mever returned to his evil ways. Con-

Natives Stele the Wire of the Ashanti Ex- 
peditien te Make Bracelets and Orna- 
ments. 

Much valuable information en the 
working of field telegraphs in war 
operations is afforded in the report of 
the construction, maintenance and me- 
thod of working of the telegraph dur- 
ing the recent British-Ashanti expedi- 
tion. The construction party which left 
Cape Coast Castle to run the line to 
Kumassai consisted of two officers, 16 
noncommissioned officers and men and 
125 natives. — 

The mode of working was as follows: 
Four natives, carrying a barrow with 
drum of cable, marched in front, sup- 
erintended by a noncommissioned offi- 
cer, and aeapper reeling-out cable. 
In the rear came a number of natives, 
carrying a further supply of cable, half- 
mile of cable per man, amall stores, 
kita, accoutermenta, etc. Close to the 
peying-out drum was a native carrying 
& portable vibrator, set so that com- 
munication could be established at any 
time. In the rear came two or three 
natives, with a supervising sapper, who 
placed the cable out of harm's way. It 
was found that the cable could be laid 


as fast as the men couwid march. The 
work of constructing the ular line 
was most arduous. The r was but 


8 feet wide, very tortuous, and bound- 
ed on either side by dense bush; the 
bush in places met overhead. The large 
trees were covered with enormouscreep- 
ers, which were infested with insects. 
The officer, or. issioned offic- 
er, in charge, usually went ahead choos- 
ing the direction, eight to ten natives 
with hammer and jumper, ladder, etc., 
under a noncommissioned officer follow- 
ed, fixing poles or insulators as directed. 
The wire barrow, carried by natives, 
came next. The rear party consisted 
of two or three sappers, who had to 
fix the wire and generally build the 
line. Those men were the dest 
worked of the detachment, being con- 
stantly up ladders exposed to the sun, 
having to do manual work, for which 
the natives were useless. One of the 
great sources of annoyance and hind- 
rance was insects. The men were oft- 
en driven down the ladder by a swarm 
of ants, which resented the hammer- 
ing of spikes, etc., into a tree. In many 
places the creepers were so numerous 
that it was with the greatest difficul- 
the line could be kept free from 


The natives became fairly skillful 
with the hammer and jumper, but could 
not be trusted as linemen, as they 
loitered at every chance and ted 
the line very superficially. The faults 
along the line were, in every instance, 
due either to falling trees, caused by 
storms, etc., or to natives cutting pieces 
out of the wire for ornaments, brace- 
lets, etc. In one instance as much a3 
80 yards were taken, and trinklets ga- 
lore of original designs were subse- 
quently found in the adjacent village. 
A noncommissioned officer, or sapper, 
was left, with four natives, at every 
12 miles. He had all the necessary tools, 
and acted as lineman and patrol. Thun- 
derstorms played havoc with the line, 
but communication was in every case 
soon restored. There was a good deal 
of fever among the men who had to 
maintain the line. The total number 
of messages of all kinds sent over the 
line during the expedition was 13,192.

A DEADLY OCCUPATION. 


Rrimgtng @ut Borax From the Uitis te 
- Death Vailey. 

The deadliest occupation for mer, or 
horses is teaming in the borix fields 
of Death valiey of. the great Ameri- 
can desert. There the longest teams 
in the world are employed. Scientisia 
declare that the fierce heat in ‘his nar- 
row rent in the cracked surface of che 
earth is not equaled elsewhere in 
the world. Where che thermometer 
often registers 1406 degrees of heat, un- 
relieved by even a breath of air; 
where men sleep at night in holliw 
ditches filled with water in order to 
avoid dying from collapse, the neces- 
sity for the longest teams of mules 
and horses ever harnessed to draw ‘he 
Great borax-iaden wagons is aprur- 
ent. ; 

The desert team is the longes! in 
the world, and the percentage of deaths 
among the horses is greater than that 
of domestic animals used in any other 
calling. Forty to sixty horses are 
often hitched to one of the lumbering 
vebicles in which the vorax is slowly 


dragged across the sun-baked alkali 
plains. The average life of even the 
sturdiest horses used in this work is 
six months, for in this tength of time 
they either become broken-winded, 
consumptive from inhaling the deadly 
dust of the desert or driven crazy by 
the frightful heat. 

A man there, though gevieciee by 
the wagon awnings from the sun's rays 
can not go an hour without water 
without danger ot death. When sa 
team breaks down and the water eup- 
ply becomes depleted, the men ride on 
at top speed for the nearest source of 
supply, and often whey they ictura 
they find that the remaining horses, 
made mad by thirst, have broken from 
the harness and dashed off oniy te 
find death in the desert. 

The borax wagons weigh 8,000 pounds 
and carry 20, pounds at a load. He 
hind each wagon is a contain- 
ing hundreds of gallcns of water. The 
horses are harnessed in pairs, the 
trained ones in the tead, and the next 
in intelligence just ahead of the ton- 
gue, while the urmruly and the young. 
asters are hitched between. The- nig 
leader has a bridle with the strap from 
the left jaw shorter than the other, 
and from the bridle runs a braided rope 
which the driver, perched on the wag- 
on seat, holds in nis right hand. 

The rope is walied the “jerk-line,” 
and is a little longer than the te 
which stretches out several hund 
feet in front of the wagon. During 
the busy season the borax wagons make 
an almost continuous train, 2nd the 
horses alone, if placed in single Br 
would make a team more than 1 
miles long. 

Besides a little food and water the 
poor animals get no care. They curry 
themselves by rolling in the burnin 
sand. After a tew months of the kill- 
ing labor the poor creatures become 
unfit for service, A kindly rifle ball 
then ends their agony, and their ema- 
ciated carcasses are left alongside the 
trail to furnish scant picking for the 
hovering vulture.

MEDICAL MEN INTERESTED IN HER- 
BERT SPENCER. 


The Boy Beginning Life Anew Among 
Relatives and Old Friends Whe Are as 
Utter strangers te Mim—His Complete 
Loss ef Memory. 

The strange case of Herbert Spencer 
is being studied with ~ great 
interest by two medical men of the 
Western States. Two years ago young 
Spencer was a pharmaceutical student 
at the university at Lawrence, Kansas. 
He was a bright student, and expected 
upon graduation to assist his brother, 
who owns a large drug store in Law- 
rence. In August, 1694, be disappear- 
ed. In August of this year he return- 
ed, re-entered college, and took up his 
studies with apparent ease at the point 
where he had left off, but he recogniz- 
ed neither members of his family nor 
professors of the university. It was as 
if he had been asleep for two years, 
and in that sleep had forgotten faces 
and forms, yet bad retained the book- 
lore of youth. 

The two years and all of his life pre- 
vious is a partial blank to him; partial 
because he recalls his whereabouts dur- 
ing the past five months, aod at times 
flashes come to him of other periods. 
It is evident that during his wander- 
ings he visited Europe. This came to 
the knowledge of thase who are ob- 
serving him only a few days ago. 
Somebody spoke of a certain location 
in Paris, and Spencer began speaking 
with rapidity and earnestness of spots 
cnly familiar to one who has visited 
the gay metropolis. 

Asked how he happened to visit Par- 
is, he replied that he had no know- 
ledge of having been there, other than 
that the city seemed 

FAMILIAR TO HIM. 


At another time he spoke of London, 
and again of Antwerp, and in mention- 
ing the latter city he described the 
loading of steamships of the Red Star 
Line as they lay at their piers in’ the 
River Scheldt.

He recalls something about New Or- 
leans, but it is only in a vague way. 
and he shows the same misty recollec- 
tions of other cities. But there is one 
place he entertains a vivid recollection 
of—Philadelphia. From March 6 his 
memory is perfect, and he recalls every- 
thing since that date. It is as if he 
was born anew in the metropolis of 
Pennsylvania early this spring. 

The story of his arrest in Philadelphia 
on. the night of March 6 by a police- 
man who found him wandering aim- 
Jessly around, unable to tell who he 
was or where he was, of his detention 
in the City Hospital, where his case 
was closely studied by Dr. Daniel 
Hughes, neaa pbysician of that insti- 
tution; of his identification by Dr-.Er- 
nest Robinson, a former intimate friend, 
and his subsequent return tohis home 
arid family in Lawrence, pas been fully 
told. He remembered absolutely noth- 
ing of his life previous to Mirch 6, and 
did not recognize any of the members 
of bis family or any of his old friends. 

After his arrival home, Spencer was 
allowed to go about as usual. He was 
taken to drive with his relatives, he 
was given his old room, he was shown 
former associates in persons and things, 
but all failed to arouse him to a know- 
ledge of his past. His brother had 
children who were at home and young 
Spencer at once became very much at- 
tached to them. He did not formerly 
care much for children, and paid little 
attention to them, but these children 
seemed to awaken 

A WARM SPOT 

and he became very affectionate in 
playing with them, This affectionate 
nature was shown also in his relations 
with other members of the family, and 
with people with whom he became pret- 
ty well acquainted. and it was an ele- 
ment entirely foreign to the young 
man before he had left home a couple 
of years ago. ' 

Spencer made few friends, however, 
and old acquaintances who would greet 
him were treated as entire strangers. 
Herbert seemed to be anxious to do 
something, and as the Kansas Univer- 
sity was about to open for the fall term, 
Herbert’s family thought of sending 
him to school. They thought that per- 
haps his studies would revive his re- 
collections. .

When Robinson asked him 
if he did not remember Prof. Sayre, of 
Kansas University, at Lawrence, Spen- 
cer looked at me very closely, and then 
said ‘my face did look as though he 
bad seen it before, but further than 
that he could not tell. I then com- 
menced a conversation with Spencer, 
and tried in every way to bring bim 
back to himself. I recounted incidents, 
friends, scenes, but nothing seemed to 
move him. 

“*Since we have both returned tothe 
West, and in fact since college has 
opened, Iasked some questions that led 
me to believe that Spencer had been 
abroad. I asked him about places, 
streets and scenes in Paris and London. 
and he told of them with a fidelity: that 
was aE correct as to details, 
that showed that Spencer must have 
visited those places or he could not have 
known so much about them. I have 
been continually surprised in the con- 
versations carried on with Spencer, and 
often at midnight I find that hisstate 
has so wrought upon my nerves that 
I can not sleep. 

“My theory is that young Spencer 
was injured, and that there is a blood 
clot or a part of the skull resting on 
the memory cel! of the brain, and that 
when that is removed cer will be 
himself again, but will 
ledge of what he has learned and seen’ 
during this period of his life, in which 

THE PAST IS A BLANK. 

As to the manner in which Spencer got 
hurt everything must be guesswork. I 
believe that Spencer had accurftulated 
some money; that he wanted to take 
a little quiet trip acroas the ocean with- 
out the knowledge of his folks or any 
one else and took a direct route for 
the sea shore to embark for the cla 
country. I believe that hee visited the 
places in London and Paris and other 
points described by him, and that he 
came Lack home all right. When he 
arrived in New York city it is my 
theory that he was sandbagged by some 
of the many thugs there, ts valuables 
taken, and he put aboard a train and 
landede in Philadelphia, where he was 
found. 

“Spencer does bis work well in his 
classes, and is as bright as any stu- 
dent in the school of pharmacy. 
Whether he is doing real work or not 
can not be ascertained, till some writ- 
ten examination takes place, but_ the 
ten examination takes p , but IT see 
no reason why he should not carry the 
course through and graduate the same 
as any other student.” 

Spencer has spent a great deal of 
time since his return to Lawrence in 
reading. He takes great delight tm 
studying cases parallel to his own, for 
he knows that he is not in his own 
right mind. The family has received 
a good many letters since the case 
bas become 80 widely talked of, and, 
though they are averse to newspaper 
Notices, they are too eager for any 
parallel that will bring light on the 
case of their son to forbid it being giv- 
en publicity. 

Spencer’s health has been good in 
every rticular since be has return- 
ed to Lawrence, but he has not taken 
to athletic aports, as he did in former 
years, when he was quite a hand for 
base ball and liked to see all kinds 
of games. He has not changed in ap- 
pearance at all in the last two or three 
years, and is easily recognized by all 
who meet him.

Torpedo beats are designed for a 
wider service than simply to carry and 
discharge the frightful weapon, from 
which they take their names. They are 
to the navy what scouts and skirmishers 
are toa land army. They form the cav- 
alry of the sea, of which the cruisers 
are the (nfantry and the battleships 
and monitors tbe artillery arm. They 
must spy out the position of the ene- 
my’s fleet, bover about his flanks or 
baunt his anchorage to ascertain what 
he is about and what he means to do 
next. They must act as the loggers of 
their own fleet, patrolling t neigh- 
borhood or waiting and watching, con- 
cealed among islands or in inlets and 
river mouths, ready to hasten away 
to the admiral with warning of any 
movement of the enemy.
